More talks slated 


Jury is still out on 
mobile park plan 


Chastising his colleagues for 
dragging their feet on the issue, 
Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
last Tuesday asked members of 
City Council “to make up their 
mind” on the controversial Wine- 
man Investment Company's prop- 
osal to construct a mobile park 
home in Romulus. 

Raspberry’s admonishments 
came after a well-attended special 
hearing on the Wineman project, 
labeled Streamwood Mobile Home 
Community, which has stirred up 
some of the residents in the Venoy 
and Ecorse area where the prop- 
osed 1,000 unit park would be con- 
structed. 

Representing Wineman’s Invest- 
ments were Henry Wineman II and 
Richard L. Komer, an attorney. 
They asked council for a third hear- 
ing to “clear up some points and 
misinformation.” 

The council agreed, however, no 
date was set for the meeting. 

Council’s reluctance to make a 
decision disturbed Raspberry who 
felt that two public hearings "were 
reasonable" enough for council to 
make a determination one way or 


another. 

“I can't see why council is pro- 
longing this decision,” Raspberry 
said. “I don’t see why we are wast- 
ing the petitioners’ time. Each 
member, by now, should have 
enough information in his posses- 
sion to make up their mind. You 
should be pro or against it, so let’s 
get on with this and vote and get the 
matter behind us.” 

One area of discord and disagree- 
ment is the amount of tax revenue 
the proposed mobile home will 
generate. Also, school officials as 
well as city officials do not know 
what effect the incoming residents 
would have on the school system. 

In a “Guest Editorial" published 
in The Romulus Roman and written 
by Komer, the Wineman attorney 
stated "... as to the benefits in total 
of our proposed development for the 
citizens we would point to the fol- 
lowing: 

First, $311,450 in total annual 
property taxes versus the current 
$24,120; secondly, $202,490 in school 
taxes versus the current $15,680; 
thirdly, $550,000 in sewer and water 
debt service charges and . . . pro- 


vide affordable housing for existing 
Romulus residents and new people, 
helping to stimulate employment 
opportunities and benefit existing 
Romulus businesses. 

Raspberry countered with a state 
law that dispelled Komer's figures. 

' The city has little jurisdiction over 
mobile homes. They’re almost an 
autonomy, therefore, we would be 
providing the residents there with 
free police, fire protections and 
other services and receiving little, 
if anything, in return. We would be 
subsidizing them.” 

Komer said that he would like to 
take council "step-by-step ”, and 
present his arguments and docu- 
ment his side. 

“I'm asking you for a special 
meeting,” Komer continued. “Let 
me point out these things to you.” 

Councilman John Lewkowicz also 
had some concerns about the pro- 
ject and the reliability of Wineman 
Investment’s figures. 

“There is a state law and I can't 
recite the number at present,” Lew- 
kowicz said, "that municipalities 
can charge only $3 per unit in taxes.

Romulus governed by city manager? 

Codification unveils strange’ 

ordinance in council packet 


Councilman John Lewkowicz 
wanted to know "since when did the 
City of Romulus have a city man- 
ager?" 

That question came up last Tues- 
day during discussion on the city’s 
codification process. The city is 
presently compiling all of its laws 
and ordinances into one volume, 
and the work has caused city clerk 
Raymond Cantrell some 
headaches. 

“I don't think we’ve changed our 
form of government yet, have we, 
Mr. Cantrell?” Lewkowicz asked. 

Cantrell asked the councilman 
what he meant by that, and Lewko- 
wicz pointed out that during his 
scrutiny of the massive numbers of 
ordinances that are in the process of 
being compiled he found several un- 
familiar ordinances, including one 
that discussed the city manager. 

Cantrell said he didn’t know 


where the information came from, 
but "would definitely look into the 
situation.” 

According to the city charter 
adopted by voters in 1960, Romulus 
is governed by a "strong mayor- 
city council form of government.” 

Cantrell later said that when you 
consider the hundreds of ordi- 
nances that will need to be com- 
piled, consolidated, rearranged, 
there are bound to be some kinks in 
the process. 

"The job is a tremendous one,” 
Cantrell continued, “and we re 
doing this for the benefit of all of our 
citizens and residents so that they 
and the city can have something in 
handy book form that they can turn 
to and readily find any ordinance.” 

Cantrell pointed out that the law 
firm assigned to do the job "in my 
opinion has all of the qualifications 
and experience to do it.” 


Mary Ann Banks, Mayor Pro 
Tern, meanwhile has some con- 
cerns that the ordinances being con- 
sidered don’t carry accurate dates. 

“I would like to see that each and 
every ordinance adopted by this 
and previous councils have 
approved dates to accompany the 
ordinance,” Mrs. Banks said. “I 
think it's very important.” 

Councilman Pete Bergeron 
added that he wanted some kind of 
assurance that the money spent in 
the endeavor would provide resi- 
dents and officials with a workable 
format. 

Council agreed that the City 
Charter should be incorporated in 
the final edition. The charter didn’t 
appear in the original proposed 
document. 

Councilman Jimmie Raspberry 
stressed that “the language or in- 
tent of the ordinances must not be

changed.” 

"One word can make the differ- 
ence," Raspberry said. "The lan- 
guage of the adopted ordinance 
must not lose its intent during the 
revision, amending, and consolida- 
tion of the ordinances. 

“And we must take measures to 
insure that," Raspberry added. 

Cantrell said that he would con- 
vey that message to the Attorney 
Thomas Andrews, who is directly 
responsible for the codification. 


Romulus 

jobless 

in need 
of help 

Is Romulus in need of a food 
emergency program ? 

That was a question raised by the 
City Council two weeks ago and the 
answer, according to Alton M. Shel- 
ly , Executive Director of the Romu- 
lus Help Center, is a resounding 
“yes”. 

Shelly gathered some facts and 
statistics for the city administra- 
tion and council and presented 
them in a form of a memorandum. 

The picture he paints is not a pret- 
ty one as he says there is more than 
15 percent of the city's working 
force in unemployment lines and 
more than 1 1 percent i n some sort of 
public assistance programs. 

Here is Shelly’s complete, un- 
edited report : 

I want to share a few of my own 
thoughts on several quetions that 
are being raised. 

Does Romulus have an emergen- 
cy food need? 

1. With a population of 24, 857 (1980 
Census) we had as of August. 1982, 
1400 people in the city unemployed 
(Michigan Securities Exchange 
Commission-MESC estimate). 
With an estimated Romulus labor 
force of 9175, this gave us an unem- 
ployment rate of 15.3%. 

2. Wayne County Department of 
Social Services (DSS) figures and 
estimates for July. 1982. had 2816 
Romulus persons on public assist- 
ance or 11.3% of the population. 

3. The Romulus office of DSS did 
an informal check of their new ser- 
vice requests for the month of

It may not be an all-out war on 
crime, but Neighborhood Watch- 
es, popping up throughout the 
State of Michigan, are helping to 
put a lid on criminal activity in 
communities. 

“The Neighborhood Watch 
Program is designed to get 
citizens involved in helping the 
police protect neighborhoods,” 
said Huron Police Chief Joe Car- 
ney. Three groups have been 
formed and several others are in 
the planning stage in Huron 
Townships. 

A “watch group” is formed by 
scheduling a meeting with in- 
terested residents at a home in 
the area. An officer explains the 
fundamentals of the program, 
then schedules subsequent 
meetings at interested citizens 
homes. A block security chief is 
selected to act as liaison between 
the particular group and the De- 
partment. 

The officer at the meeting, 
makes the citizens aware of the 
level and type of criminal activ-

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’82 was busy for Romulus police

It s been a busy year for the 
Romulus Police Department. 

Police Chief Donald Flood, the 
first man to hold that title for the 
city of Romulus, informed the 
administration and City Council 
that the police department had 
completed its ‘first calendar year 
of operation.” 

“During this period,” Chief Flood 
noted, “progress has been made in 


training personnel, improving re- 
sponse time on runs , increasing pat- 
rol activities , and other areas which 
will mold the organization into an 
efficient police agency . ” 

Flood noted that there were a tot- 
al of 8,789 police reports filed for the 
year 1982 and 934 arrests were 
made on a wide range of charges. 
There were also 3,105 traffic cita- 
tions issued to drivers. 


Romulus organized a police force 
when the Wayne County Sheriff 
Patrol was ordered to cease patroll- 
ing and providing the city with pro- 
tection. The mandate was handed 
down to the then-Wayne County 
Sheriff, William Lucas, because of 
the deepening financial crisis in the 
county. 

Since then, the Romulus Police 
Department has grown into a force 


of 35 certified officers, five dis- 
patchers, two clerical workers and 
14 reserve officers. 

The police department was espe- 
cially busy during the month of De- 
cember when its officers responded 
to calls concerning 45 burglaries of 
residential homes and 20 
businesses. There were also two re- 
ports of arson and an equal number 
of kidnapping cases. There were 


five reports of criminal sexual con- 
duct and 26 persons were ticketed 
for driving a motor vehicle while 
under the influence of an alcoholic 
beverage. 

Police also recorded five armed 
robberies and one attempted rob- 
bery. 13 of the reported 23 stolen or 
attempted stolen vehicles were rec- 
overed.

Keeping in step with most area 
school districts and hoping to eli- 
minate a “cash now" problem as 
well as save on interest when they 
have to borrow money in the sum- 
mer to meet contractual obliga- 
tions . the Huron Board of Education 
adopted a resolution to impose a 
summer property tax. 

The proposal was immediately 
greeted by rejection from the 
Sumpter Board of Trustees, one of 
three townships which would have 
the responsibility of collecting the 
taxes for the school district. 

At a special meeting of the Board 
of Education, the school board 
adopted a resolution to impose the 
summer property tax levy of one- 


half of school property taxes, in- 
cluding debt service beginning with 
the 1983 school year. 

The board may do so under Public 
Act 333, better known as the sum- 
mer tax collection act. The Act 
doesn't increase taxes, school offi- 
cials stressed, but allows the school 
district to collect taxes semi- 
annually instead of annually. 

“It significantly decreases the 
amount of interest paid by local 
school districts to lending institu- 
tions on borrowed money," board 
members pointed out. 

The summer tax in the Huron 


School District would affect district 
residents in Huron, Ash and Sump- 
ter Townships. 

Summers school taxes may be de- 
ferred without penalty or interest 
until the following February 15, 
upon application of the collecting 
unit, for senior citizens, ages 65 and 
over, blind persons, paraplegics, 
quadruplegics, and other disabled 
persons if their annual income is 
$10,000 or less. 4 

Owners of agricultural property 
may defer their summer school 
taxes until Feb. 15 if their gross 
farm receipts exceed their house- 


hold income. 

Sumpter Township officials said 
that they objected to the school dis- 
trict's proposal. 

James Reeves, township super- 
visor, noted that, “Huron schools 
are in a better position to manage 
their financial plans than tax- 
payers. It means they would be 
paying three taxes in six months 
and I don’t think anyone likes that." 

In instances where township 
boards refuse to collect taxes for 
the school districts, the districts 
may appeal to their county treasur- 
er’s office for assistance.

Therefore, if they (Wineman) bring 
in 1 ,000 units we’re talking $30,000, a 
sum we must also share with the 
schools. 

“However, there is also a prop- 
osed law that would allow us to 
change that (fixed rate),” Lewko- 
wicz added. “If we were able to 
charge those people say a $1 ,000 in 
taxes per year, that would generate 
$1 million in taxes and that's a fi- 
gure I think most of us can live 
with.” 

Don Treder, Chairman of the 
Romulus Planning Commission, 
was in the audience and cautioned 
the council the city is in need “of 
some kind of development." 

“I have some deep concerns that 
if this project is abandoned, we 
could see a landfill come in there 
just as they have permitted in Can- 
ton and Huron. 

“Wayne and Canton fought land- 
fill owners in court and lost," Tred- 
er said, "and if we continue to drag 
our feet it could happen to us.” 

The Planning Commission had 
approved the Wineman proposal, 
but by a narrow margin. 

Councilman Fred Junior Block 
pointed out "that there seems to be 
some misinformation on both sides. 
And a meeting would help clear up 
these points.” 

"Vacant lands can be turned into 
dumps,” Councilman Block stres- 
sed, “and that should worry all of 
us. The DNR (Department of Natu- 
ral Resources) doesn't give a hoot 
as they have shown in Huron about 
where thev’ll put these things (land- 
fill). 

“I think we should clear up some 
of these loose ends and get on with 
this either way.”

From the above, I conclude we 
certainly have need. A working 
community like ours is bound to be 
hit by these hard economic times. 
People unemployed and on welfare 
or other fixed incomes are vulner- 
able to unexpected medical bills, 
high utility bills, other emergency 
costs, failure to receive food stamp 
purchase car . etc . Rent and utilities 
are often paid before food is purch- 
ased.

Does a parent of student have 
rights? 

What are those rights'.’ What are 
students rights when it comes to 
school documents and records? 

The Van Buren Public School Dis- 
trict has compiled records for use in 
the provision of appropriate educa- 
tion programs and services Feder- 
al and state legislation provide you 
with certain rights regarding the 
confidentiality of these records.

While serving as associate pastor at Assumption Grotto Church in De- 
troit. Fr. Fares is listed with the International Institute as an official 
translator of Latin. French. Italian, Spanish. Portuguese and Arabic. 
Besides six previous publications, and “Gibranica," a comprehensive and 
unabridged version of the Arabic works of Gibran, “Mary of the Koran is 
another contribution of his talents to the American readers. 

On Feb. 14 Rabbi Stanley Rosenbaum of Congregation B Nai Moshe of 
Oak Park will discuss Judaism, the cultural and Theological background 
and politics of the Mideast today. Rev. Lyons also will serve as host. 

Rabbi Rosebaum received his ordination as Rabbi in 1974 from the 
Jewish Theological Seminary of America, where he previously earned his 
master’s degree in Judiac Studies. He also holds degrees in clinical 
psychology, an internship in medical psychology from the University of 
Oregon Medical School and Hospitals, and in psychology from the Uni- 
versity of Michigan. He has been Rabbi of Congregation B’Nai Moshe in 
Oak Park since 1974. 

Rabbi Rosenbaum is a past president of Conservative Rabbis of Metro- 
politan Detroit and is president of the Rabbinical Commission of Metropo- 
litan Detroit. He is active in interfaith civic, educational and civil right 
activities, participating in organizations, such as the Detroit Round Table 
of the National Conference of Christian and Jews, the Detroit Clergy and 
Business Dialogue, the Jewish Community Council, the Anti-Defamation 
League among others. 

On Feb. 21 Iman Mohammad Jawad Chirri of the Islamic Center of 
America in Detroit, will discuss the cultural and theological background 
and politics in the Mideast for Islam. 

Iman Chirri is a native of Lebanon, and is a graduate of the distinguished 
Religious Institute of Najaf in Iraq. 

His published books include "Muslim Practice;’’ “Islam Teaching;” 
“Iman Hussein, Leader of the Martyrs,” Inquiries about Islam;” “The 
Brother of the Prophet Muhammad” (2 vols.) 

Iman Chirri was invited by the Detroit Muslim community to be their 
spiritual leader in 1949, and was instrumental in constructing the Islamic 
Center of America in Detroit. 

During a visit to the Middle East in 1959 Iman Sherri dealt with an old 
Islamic problem and succeeded in finding its solution . For more than 1 .000 
years the Muslims were divided into Shi ites and Sunnites. (Neither of the 
two sides recognized the soundness of the teaching of the others in spite of 
the agreement of both schools on the teaching of the Holy Koran and the 
authentically reported Hadiths of the Holy Prophet. Muhammad.) Iman 
Chirri met with Sheikh Mahmood Shaltut on July 1. 1959. and discussed 
with him the important issue. At the conclusion of the discussion Sheikh 
Shaltut acknowledged the soundness of the Islam Shi ite Jakjaafari 
School. Iman Shirri requested him to declare equality between the two 
schools. 

On Feb. 28 Rev. Lyons will be the guest speaker for “Pull All This 
Together." an overview of the previous three presentations. The director 
of the Ecumenical Institute for Jewish-Christian Studies in Southfield, he 
is past minister of the Pinehill Congregational Church

John P Karr, general practitioner and Congregationahst from Jackson 
The host will be Rev. Robert Millar of the First Congregational Church of

Dr. Karr was in private practice from 1953-1972 specializing in internal 
medicine with a secondary field of interest in neurology and cardiology 
and was chief of the Medical dept, of Foote Hospital in 1966. 

Dr. Karr has served on a number of local community health and related 
civic organizations and since 1972 has been a State Agency Review Physi- 
cian with the Michigan State Agency of the Disability Determination Ser- 
vice for the Social Security Administration. 

In 1982 Dr. Karr was granted the title of Fellow in the American College 
of Physicians, an honor granted to physicians based on the medical, 
credentials, academic accomplishments, and civic contributions.

After being a non-breakfast eater for more decades than I care to 
publicize, it was rather a startling discovery to find I d become a 
latter-day hot cereal nut. 

Yes, I’m into that hot, goopy, sometimes lumpy stuff that used to 
cause my nose to turn up just at t the mention of it. 

Cream of Wheat, Oatmeal, Farina, Wheatena, Malt-O-Meal, even 
g-r-rits have found themselves shelfmates in my pantry. I have be- 
come a believer in what my dear Mother tried to instill in me so many 
moons ago. 

I’ve become such a convert that I even went so far as to serve 
Mother’s Oats (dolled up with raisins and brown sugar) to my gang at 
holiday time. And, very surprisingly, not a one looked askance at my 
menu . I think they figured it was just a lark , a novelty — and one they 
rather enjoyed. They never suspected their mother had turned into a 
porridge junkie! 

Before my size-8’s move from mattress to floor these chilly winter 
dawns, my mind is mentally micro-waving that one-third cup of 
grain — something that’s actually, really-and-truly good for me! 

Each time I read those lists of daily recommended requirements 
nutritionists claim should be in our diet (protein, vitamins A and C, 
thiamine, riboflavin (what the heck is that?), calcium, Iron) I get to 
feeling mighty self-satisfied. Afterall, I haven’t done anything this 
right in years ! I am actually ingesting a substance that is not “hazar- 
dous” to my health 

I’ve been on a cold cereal kick for years but never as an early- 
morning starter. My love affair with corn flakes, rice krispies, shred- 
ded wheat, and, of late, corn chex, centered on fill-ins for lunch or as 
midnight (or pre-midnight) snacks. 


I have become so enamoured of the cook-em-up offerings of the 
Quaker, Nabisco and Ralston-Purina folks that I search the cereal 
aisles again and again for anything new and different on the market. 
Heating cold cereal as they show on TV and all those “instants” do 
not thrill me. Coca Wheats strike out 4s well; funny, too. since I'm 
just mad for chocolate. 

As for the whole “schmear” each A M. — the eggs, toast, juice 
routine — I only go for that like (as the Valley Girls say) after church 
on Sunday — brunchtime. Also (much to BG’s chagrin) this no-no-to- 
breakfast person he married always, but always welcomes that meal 
when we’re on the road. The timing has to be right, though — never 
too early, keep that straight! 

I guess I’d have to agree with the experts when they claim a 
person’s tastes and preferences change over the years. Lordy, I can 
well remember how wild I was about French fries, how a steak would 
make me drool, how I’d gobble down waffles (but not for breakfast) 
as fast as my Mom could produce them. 

I recall vaguely that a meal wasn’t complete without potatoes of 
some sort — and gravy on the mashed ones ; how dessert was always 
the finale to dinner ; how butter and the salt shaker were synonymous 
with each other. 

Those so-called authorities are probably correct with their age 
theory. I think the element they neglect to stress is that along with 
aging and changing, we somehow grow just a little wiser — get the 
“smarts.” Do I hear an “Amen”? 

SPICE UP THE SEASON 

IF YOU’RE IN a funk when it comes to cooking vegetables and are 
tired of the old salt, pepper and butter routine, take a look at those 
spice cans and bottles in your pantry. Many of their labels will 
include suggestions for their uses. 

Clever homemakers know that a touch of seasonings — herbs, 
spices and flavored butters, for example — can add an entirely new 
and exciting taste to everyday vegetables. Do away with salt by 
going this route. 

If you’re a novice at the fine art of seasoning, begin with the basics : 


basil, chives, thyme, parsley, marjoram. Once you’ve become famil- 
iar with their flavors, move on to more exotic ones — savory, fennel, 
rosemary, mace, curry. Before long, you’ll be up there with the 
experienced and skilled in the culinary arts and will be using a pinch 
of this or that to perk up every dish on your menu. 

When using dried herbs and spices, remember that they are con- 
centrated. Thus, Ya teaspoon dried seasonings is the equivalent of one 
teaspoon of freshly crushed. Rubbing herbs and spices between the 
palms of your hands will help release all their savory goodness. 

You can liven vegetables up this very evening jn the following 
ways : 

• CABBAGE — Caraway seeds, celery seed, dill, mint, mustard 
seed, nutmeg, savory, tarragon. 

• CARROTS — Allspice, bay leaves, caraway seeds, dill, fennel, 
ginger, mace, marjoram, mint, nutmeg, thyme, cloves, curry pow- 
der. parsley flakes. 

• CAULIFLOWER — Caraway seed, celery salt . dill, mace, tarra- 
gon, seasoned butters, sesame seeds, poppy seeds 

• CORN — Green pepper, paprika, garlic powder, onion salt. 

• PEAS — Basil, dill, marjoram, mint, oregano, poppy seeds, 
rosemary, sage, savory. 

Those are pretty much your basic vegetables and should provide a 
“starter” for those who’re new in the kitchen. (And for us “oldtim- 
ers” as well, right?)

Canton’s incorporation 
wouldn’t be wise move 

There’s no question that Canton has a population which is far 
larger than the average townships. The 1980 U.S. Census listed 
48,616 residents, so it wouldn’t be out of line to say the commun- 
ity’s population hovers around the 50,000 mark. 

Some people , particularly Township Treasurer Maria Sterlini , 
have asked the township trustees to investigate the possibility of 
incorporating the community into the City of Canton. The re- 
questers contend that Canton has grown too big to be handled by 
the township form of government. 

While as much data as possible should be gathered by the 
trustees before tackling the issue of incorporation, we do not 
believe that much time, effort or funds should be devoted to 
research on this matter. 

In total frankness, we feel that now is a terrible time to consid- 
er changing Canton from a township into a city. 

Without a doubt, the residents of a city would enjoy services 
which the township cannot now provide. Likewise', the citizens 
would face property taxes far exceeding the current municipal 
levy of 2.24 mills. 

In better times, when the unemployment rate was still in sing- 
le digits, Canton homeowners would have been more capable of 
shouldering a larger property tax burden in exchange for the 
improved and expanded municipal services. 

Many jobless residents, however, are fighting a monthly bat- 
tle to make their mortgage payments, and a dramatic hike in the 
millage rate could spell the difference between their keeping and 
losing their homes. 

Even those residents who remain working would be hurt and 
upset by an increase in the property levy. Fuel taxes and “nui- 
sance” taxes have been boosted by the state and federal govern- 
ments in recent months, and Gov. James Blanchard is pushing 
for a 38-percent jump in the state income tax. 

Because of continued projections of state and federal deficits, 
we can see still more tax increases on the horizon. 

To add a higher millage levy to these conditions would surely 
. re-ignite the “tax revolt” of the late ’70s with a vengeance. 

As Ms. Sterlini points out, the City of Canton could set down a 
tax limitation in its city charter. Such a restriction, however, 
would soon fall by the wayside in reality: Canton would either 
have to impose much higher taxes to pay for the additional 
services or go broke. 

For the time being, at least, Canton's best option appears to be 
maintaining the status quo. Only when Michigan is well on its 
way out of the miasma of economic depression should the ques- 
tion of Canton’s incorporation be seriously studied. 

After all, Canton has existed as a township for 149 years. 
Without substantially raising the property tax, Canton probably 
would not exist as a city for 149 months.

The price of your health 
insurance coverage 


Several Michigan and area newspapers re- 
cently printed letters from senior citizens ex- 
pressing concern over the new law that requires 
Blue Cross/Blue Shield of Michigan to provide 
coverage for substance abuse services in re- 
sidential and outpatient settings effective Janu- 
ary 1, 1983. 

I certainly understand this concern in light of 
the subscribers* anticipated increases in the 
cost of health insurance. 

I would like to point out, however, that the 
premium increase for medicare subscribers 
will be only 11 cents per month. Group and indi- 
vidual premium increases are expected to be 
even less. Additionally, several commercial in- 
surers, who were required to add the substance 
abuse coverage during 1982, are providing it at 
no premium increase at all. 

When the Legislature considered the subst- 
ance abuse legislation, the cost of health care 
was of utmost concern . It was felt that by adding 
coverage for residential and outpatient treat- 
ment of substance abuse problems that more 
people would seek treatment at an early stage, 
thereby reducing the expense of extended hos- 
pital stays which frequently result when subst- 
ance abuse problems go untreated. 

The notion that health insurers were already 
paying for the costs of expensive inpatient treat- 
ment due to substance abuse problems was sup- 
ported by estimates from the American Hospit- 


al Association that 29% of all general hospital' 
admissions are there because of alcohol-related 
illnesses. 

The principle of health insurance is that all 
subscribers share the cost of what might happen 
to any one of us or our families. The substance 
abuse problem is one which directly affects 
750,000 Michian citizens and indirectly affects 
the safety and welfare of us all. For example, 
one American life is lost every 21 minutes in 
alcohol-related traffic crashes and one out of 
every two Americans will be involved in an alco- 
hol-related accident in their lifetime. Drug 
abuse also contributes significantly to our cri- 
minal justice problem. 

With respect to senior citizens, Michigan stu- 
dies have indicated that 7% of our senior citizens 
report heavy alcohol consumption. Further, 
many Michigan physicians report that prescrip- 
tion drug abuse problems exist in a significant 
number (over 20% ) of their senior patients. The 
11 cents per month premium increase would 
seem to be a modest investment in dealing with 
this important health problem. 

I hope this information is helpful in under- 
standing some of the factors which were consi- 
dered before adopting the new substance abuse 
insurance laws. Each of us benefits when a child 
or a parent or a grandparent wins the battle 
against alcoholism or drug abuse.

Even at the glamorous age of 70, 
Bart J. Berg, the former Wayne 
County Charter Commissioner, looks 
for excitement. High-spirited and al- 
ways pushing a cause, Berg has 
another cause he is expounding. 

The lifelong resident of Canton 
would like to see an area developed in 
the uninhabited areas of the town- 
ship where rodeos and demolition 
derbies can be held ; a place where 
there would be bleachers and a band- 
shell so that “big time entertainers” 
can be invited here. 

“Do you know how many miles our 
residents have to go to enjoy that 
kind of entertainment ? ’ ’ Berg asked . 
“Most of them have to travel as far 
as Pine Knob. There’s where the 
Paul Anka’s and the top entertainers 
are.” 

Berg, who served on the township 
Planning Commission for more than 
two decades , sees the financing of the 
project as the “big obstacle". 

And what about land? 

“I think we’d need about 10 acres 
or less and there’s room right over on 
Proctor Rd., just west of Canton Cen- 
ter Rd. That's the best place for this 
thing.” he said. 

And the money? Would the tax- 
payers again have to foot the bill? 

“Oh, no, no,” reassured Berg. 
“The taxpayers don't have the 
money anyway. The legislators have 
taken that all away from us. But 
there’s money in rodeos and derbies 
and in mud-slinging contests. 

“I’m willing to bet if we held two or 
three or those programs, it’d pay for 
itself in no time. Also. I would like to 
get the entire community and the 
press involved. The press is very im- 
portant because poor public rela- 
tions have killed a lot of projects.” 

The price tag for Berg's dream is 
approximately $100,000. That’s only 
for the bleachers. The shell is still 
another dream. 

“And if we can get things going, 
I'm willing to bet that we will have 
the bleachers ready for the festival 
this summer,” Berg added. (Canton 
Township is planning to hold its 
annual festival the week of June 14). 

"Believe me, five good rodeos 
would pay for the first segment of 
this project. You know I’m a horse 
fan, in fact, I have five of my own. 
Horse lovers would go anywhere to 
see that kind of action.” 

But one cryptic note — a note of 
caution — followed all of this dia- 
logue. Berg said: 

“If we do get this thing off the 
ground, I’d like to see the amuse- 
ment part handled by some manage- 
ment team and make sure the politi- 
cians keep their hands off of it. 

“Every time they get their hands 
on something good, it seems to go 
wrong, doesn't it?” he said. 

You can say that again. Bart.

EDITOR: I appreciate the 
opportunity I have been given by 
the members of the Westland 
City Council to serve the citizens 
of Westland in a policy making 
position. As the first person to 
ever serve as an administrator 
; and then later serve as a Council- 

• man. I believe I will provide the 
Council with a unique insight into 

I the proposals presented to them . 

With my extensive experience 
; in municipal finance (10 years) I 
feel this was the major factor in 
my selection over the several 
other well-qualified candidates 
nominated by the Council on 
. January 3rd. Given the most se- 
vere financial crises in the his- 
; toryofthe city, I believe I will be 

• a major asset to both the Council 
and the City in solving this prob- 
lem. With the resignation of Fi- 
nance Director Larry Williams, 
my former assistant in the Fi- 


nance Department, my appoint- 
ment will provide a continuity in 
knowledge of the financial condi- 
tion of the city. 

As I will be the only person on

Facts . . . and fallacy 


Since I’ve become involved in 
collecting information about the 
hunger and needs programs ap- 
plicable to people in our area, 
I’ve picked up some facts along 
the way that you might be in- 
terested in. 

But first I want to clarify one 
bit of misinformation I picked up 
and unwittingly passed along to 
you. 

In my column a couple of 
weeks ago, I quoted a woman 
from the Department of Social 
Services who told me, when I 
asked her what a prospective re- 
cipient could or couldn’t own, 
that "they can have a house and 
a car and $1500 worth of assets.” 
Then, she went on to say. “Now 
the house could be worth a mil- 
lion dollars and the car could be a 
Cadillac...” 

Well, I’ve since found out that 
that’s not entirely true. Here's 
what the Michigan DSS says, in 
writing: "Federal and state reg- 
ulations limit the retail value of a 
recipient's vehicle to $4,500 or 
less for Food Stamp eligibility ; 
to $1,500 or less for ADC or GA 
, (General Assistance) clients. 

"If the market value of the car 
exceeds those limits, the appli- 
cant must sell the auto, buy a 
cheaper one and live off the ex- 
cess, and then reapply for be- 
nefits later when they qualify." 

I wish I'd gotten the woman's 
name when I talked to her; I'd 
tell her to read her own manual 
I’d also like to tell her to drop the 
nasty tone in her voice — the one 
she uses when she thinks she's 
talking to just your average 
somebody in desperate need , and 
try to adopt, instead, the sugary

tone she switches to once she 
realizes she’s talking to the 
media. Talk about a quick- 
change artist. Brother! 

I’ve talked to other DSS people 
who hate the fact that those kinds 
of people are in command of in- 
coming telephones — and hate 
even more the fact that, by their 
mean-spirited attitudes, they are 
turning away in droves the very 
people they are there for — and 
are being paid — to help. 

But that's simply a PR prob- 
lem — easily cleared up if some- 
one took the trouble. (And let’s 
hope somebody does.) 

Now, if you want real prob- 
lems, here’s one of awesome 
proportions : It seems the USDA 
Dairy Commodities Program 
isn't without it's little glitches — 
as anyone who has waited for 
cheese knows . One of the glitches 
is in the warehousing and dis- 
tribution end. From the main 
drop-off point at the Eloise Com- 
missary, it takes 60 trucks cap- 
able of handling anywhere from 
2 tons to 15 tons of commodities to 
deliver the goods to the 60 dis- 
tribution centers in the out- 
countv area. Of those 60 trucks, 
over half need to be semi’s Oh. 
and they should be refrigerated. 
When they arrive at their des- 
tinations. they can be tied up for 
from a few hours to as many as 
three days while the workers dis- 
tribute the food , sometimes from 
the backs of those very same 
trucks. 

All 60 of those trucks are 
offered on a volunteer basis 
Trucking agencies — when they 
can — will do it . So will food com- 
panies like Borman s and Meij- 


er’s. But to tie up a refrigerated 
semi for two or three days is 
almost more than anyone can ex- 
pect. 

Then there’s the problem of 
warehousing. An efficient ware- 
house needs scoops and front- 
loaders and containers... and 
pallets. Lots of pallets. 500 pal- 
lets, in fact. And not just any pal- 
lets, but sturdy 40 by 48 inch pal- 
lets. Free sturdy 40 by 48 inch 
pallets. 

Anybody know where we can 
get those pallets? 

Then there’s the problem of 
volunteers. Hundreds and hun- 
dreds of volunteer workers are 
needed for all of the area food 
program. But there’s a problem 
with coordination. Nobody’s 
doing it. At this point there is no 
central agency for volunteer peo- 
ple . There are people looking into 
it, and that’s a good sign, but in 
the meantime, they're losing 
good people willing to work 

I talked with a woman whose 
husband has been laid off for 
over a year now. She said she's 
called all over the place offering 
their services in whatever 
capacity — and no one has ever 
called her back and accepted her 
offer 

These are people who are will- 
ing to work for nothing — except 
for one little hitch — and the 
woman wonders if this isn 't what 
holds them back they can't 
afford the gas to get back and 
forth and want to be reimbursed 
— and they also need free baby- 
sitting They can't afford a 
sitter 

She says there are lots of laid- 
off workers who would be willing 


the benefit of any Mayor, special 
interest group or any particular 
individual. Each program pre- 
sented to the Council must be 
judged and supported or rejected 
on its own merits. 

(5) — As the City struggles 
with its severe financial prob- 
lems I want to assure a "ba- 
lanced approach" to budget cut- 
ting and equal sharing of the sac- 
rifices necessary by all elements 
of the City, including civic 
groups, citizens, administrators 
and all of the City’s bargaining 
units. 

(6) — To promote an increase 
in volunteerism and citizen par- 
ticipation in the delivery of City 
services. The City belongs to 
"us”, the citizens and taxpayers 
and it should be determined by us 
as to what services we will have 
and how they will be delivered. I 
believe that recently we have 
seen the citizens begin to take an 
interest and demand a say in the 
decisions affecting their lives. 

(7) — To re-introduce good

to work for nothing but trans- 
portation expenses and free sit- 
ters. They could man the ware- 
houses, unload trucks, answer 
phones, help with paperwork — 
they could do anything a paid 
person could do. And some of 
them could do it even better How 
many warehouse workers, front- 
load drivers, truck drivers, cler- 
ical workers are there among the 
ranks of the unemployed ? Plenty 
— and they've already been 
trained They, in fact, could train 
other people.

Much of Neil Young's longev- 
ity in the ever-changing world of 
rock and roll is due to his unex- 
pectedness. He’s gone from fol- 
kie to rocker to drink-and-drown 
crooner and back again. 

While Crosby. Stills, and Nash 
rely on their distant past for fans 
and record deals to keep them fat 
and content, Neil Young has al- 
ways gotten into people’s faces, 
as they say, slapping them with 
the truth of rock music. Of all the 
rock musicians still around since 
the sixties, only Young has re- 
tained his integrity all the way 
through.

another. They’re neighbors, and 
there’s a lot of pride at stake, so you 
can bet it’s going to be another 
classic."

‘ I don't think anyone is dead 
yet,” Vasiloff said, ‘because Tru- 
man must play all of its remaining 
league games on the road. And any- 
thing can happen on the road ’ 
Coach Vasiloff did admit, howev- 
er, that without the help of Monroe 
and Fordson, Wayne s chances of 
winning the title are almost nil. 

“There is a lack of consistency in 
our game that has caused us a lot of 
problems,” Vasiloff added.
